D espite the m any handicaps facing agriculturist* in the county, 


th e y plan to go ahead w ith the production of food for the servicem en, 
0 citizens of the U nited S tate s and the underfed peoples of foreign 


countries. 
L abor and m achinery shortages, a severe W inter th a t delayed o ff­ 


season w ork on the farm s, excess rainfall and floods have com bined 
to put P ickaw ay farm ers behind in the 1945 w ork, b u t w hen ever 
th ere is decent w eather country residents w ork overtim e in an effo rt 
to g et caught up. 
Spring cam e early, then the cool days of the la st w eek or two. 
The early S pring has caused pastures and w heat to be m uch fa rth e r 
advanced than usual a t th is tim e of year. The early p astu re crop is 


helping out on the feed situation which had become critical in som e 
areas. 
Farm officials believe th a t large crops will be produced this year 
despite all the difficulties faced by th e farm er. The w heat crop is 
expected to be one of the larg est in history. W arm Spring w eather 
has helped the Spring pig crop and th ere seem to be num erous baby 
chicks scattered over the county. 
Some farm ers expect to decrease th e ir acreage this year because 


of all the handicaps which face them , while other* plan to ta k e a 
chance and p lan t m ore acres. If good w eather prevails from now 
on the total production will be about the sam e as last year. Corn pro­ 
duction should be b etter if there is no drought like the one th a t 
seriously cut la st year's crop. 
O f one thing everyone can be su re: every Pickaw ay county farm er 
will do his share and more to see th a t every fighting m an and the 
folks at home get food for next W inter.

in its “last throes of resistance,”

William (Lord Haw Haw) Joyce, 
broadcasting over the north Ger­ 
man radio, said Adolf Hitler still 
was directing the defense of Berlin 
from an underground citadel.

Front dispatches published in 
Moscow said an epidemic of sui­ 
cides swept German army and 
Nazi party ranks as the Red army 
fought deeper into the capital. 
Scores were found dead by their 
ovm hand. 
Tens of thousands of other Ger­ 
man troops deserted to the Russian 
lines.

SCIATICA is not a definite dis­ 
ease. it merely refers to a condi­ 
tion in which there is pain aion*? 
the sciatic nerve. The sciatic nerve 
runs down the back part of the Ie*. 
Thus, there are many conditions 
which may produce sciatica. For 
example, there are disorders af­ 
fecting the nerve itself, such as 
neuritis, which may be produced 
in such diseases as syphilis, dia­ 
betes and various forms of poison­ 
ing. It develops especially in mid­ 
dle-aged persons. In some in­ 
stances it is associated with a rth ­ 
ritis or inflammation of the joints. 
Sciatica comes on suddenly, and 
the main symptom is "shooting” 
pain in the leg and buttock. In 
treating the disorder, it is sug­ 
gested that injections of a local 
anesthetic or pain-deadening sub­ 
stance, such as novocain, be given 
along the course of the nerve.

though the wearing of a support­ 
ing brace or cast, together with 
sufficient rest, may give relief tem­ 
porarily. 
Another condition which may 
produce sciatica is known as Abro­ 
sias. This means inflammation of 
the fibrous tissue, which is like 
scar tissue. This fibrous tissue 
holds muscles together, and is 
found also in ligaments and similar 
tissues. Fibrositis affecting the tis­ 
sues in the lower part of the back, 
buttocks or thighs may be respon­ 
sible for the development of sci­ 
atica. A diagnosis may be made in 
such cases by finding tender spots 
in these areas. Sciatica may also 
develop because of arthritis or in­ 
flammation of the joints.
